He 
was a son ol James Frazier, who wa 
married to Miss Elizabeth Zcigler. He 
was oorn on me very crest of the Al 
legheny mountains, in Somerset coun 
ty, Pa., on me llitu day ol June, 1634 
lie married Miss Emma Dannaker, a 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Chanes Dan 
naker, ol bchellsburg. They removed 
to Bedford in 1S34. 


Mr. Frazier was elected a justice of 


the peace of Bedford borough in 18Sb. 
on tne Democratic ticket, has twice 
bsen re-elected ana has filled that of 
h'ce in a very satisfactory manner foi 
twelve years. He was a faithful aiiu 
ethcient inembtr of the 
Lutheran 


church of Bedford and belonged to the 
bcheilsourg lodge, Independent Ordei 
of Gad Fellows. He was an honest, 
upright, charitable man, a useful citi- 
zen and a kind and affectionate hub 
band and father. His death will bt 
generally felt and lamented. 


The following facts are gleaned frtm 


a history of John Fraser (who came 
to Kajstown, now Bedford, with Col- 
onel Wasniogton in 175S) by Hon.Will- 
iam P. Schell, published in TIIE GA- 
ZETTE August 5, 1S93 : 


••Jonn Fraser was commissioned as 


one 01 the justices of the peace of Bed- 
lord county, and a judge of the several 
courts, on tne 11 in of March, 1771, 
which he held until the time of his 
death, on the liith of April, 1773. Hi 
left surviving him his wife and eight 
children, namely, James, Margaret. 
William, Benjamin, Catharine, Jane, 
Mary and Amelia.

.arn H. Culton, one of the suspects 
aeld for complicity in the plot to mur 
del William Goebei, to-day made Com- 
monwealth Attorney 
Franklin and 


other officials a confession which im- 
plicates Secretary of State Caleb Pow- 
ers, Charles Finley, H. F. Youtsey, 
Berry Howard, J.S Sweeney and oth- 
ers hitherto not brought into the case. 


'Culton says that the mountain 


men were brought to Frankfort by the 
Powers brothers, Charles Finley and 
himself. The plan was to have them 
start a riot and kill enough Demo 
cratic legislators 
to make a Repub- 


lican majority. That plan was, how- 
ever, abandoned as impracticable, and 
it was decided that Senator Goebei 
should be shot from the office of the 
secretary of state."

Maryland's Marriage Law. 


The Ministerial association of Cum- 


)erland is trying to have the law re- 
ating to marriages in Maryland chang- 
ed, with the object of decreasing the 
number of elopements. The law now 
allows sixteen-year-old girls to be 
wedded there, while the one proposed 
provides that in the case of girls under 
eighteen years old the written consent 
of parents or guardians will be suffi- 
cient cause to issue license. The new 
.aw is also made to require all state- 
ments concerning age, residence, etc., 
x be given under oath, either by both 
the parties applying for the license, or 
by parents or guardians, or by a jus- 
tice of the peace qualified to act.

BIKAK. P. I., February 3, 1900. 


DEAR FATHER :—Aa it is raining her 


and I hare plenty ol time, I will try tc 
write a letter to you. Since I wrote t< 
yon last we have changed positions al 
together. The Third brigade of the 
Eighth army corps has moved off the 
island of Luzon to guard some of the 
other islands. The Third brigade con 
slats of the 47th Infantry, 43rd Infan 
try and 49th Infantry and we are under 
the command of General Cobin. 


We left Guadalupa ridge on the 16'h 


day of January for Manila, where we 
took the transport Hancock for our 
trip. We sailed on the 30th and ar- 
rived at one of the southern ports "of 


iuzon ialand by the name of Senyta. 
have learned since that all of the 


47th but C company got off and stayed 
on the ialand of Luzon. At first we 
lid not know what island we were 
going to, but I have learned about it 


nee then. 
The Third battalion of 


he 47th got off at a town called L=- 
runda. They were put there, I under 
.tand, to stop the trade or to make the 
ilockade secure; then the rest of 
he regiment left for the town of L". 
gaspi and there is where we had the 


'Ouble landing the 2nd battalion

THE POPULAR 


Of Hon, 
William Jennings Bryan, 


the Democratic Leader, 


AN INTERESTING ARTICLE 


Written for the Philadelphia "limes" by 


John Bascom, Professor of Econom- 


ics at Williams College. 


The Philadelphia Times of a recent 


date contained the following article 
on "The Secret of William J. Bryan's 
Popular 
Power" written 
by John 


Bascom. Professor of Economics at 
Williams college : 


Bryan is evidently a fact of his own 


order, and one that must be reckoned 
with. He has remarkable popular 
power. He spoke two hours to a 
crowded audience, many of them in 
circumstances of much discomfort,and 
held them with perfect ease. The 
thing that strikes one first on hearing 
him is that he is an honest man, with 
deep convictions and sincere purposes; 
and the second impression is that the 
people understand him and take him 
for exactly what he is. He is a leader 
of the people, but no demagogue 


lie occupied the first half of his ad- 


dress with the money question. The 
same sincerity of conviction was with 
him as in the other portions of his 
speech. While the argument was ut- 
terly unsound, there were no sophis- 
tries and no subterfuges. 


Soft money is a heresy as indigenous 


to the west as ague and fever 
Heavy 


.ndebtedness and hard times disturb 
the mental constitution as certainly as 
dampness and exposure the physical 
lonstitu tion. 
This 
epidemic 
of 


thought has affected Bryan, and he is 
as sincere in it as his fellow-sufferers. 
Let there be the least return of finan- 
cial pressure and every man will talk 
to liis neighbor on this topic in the old, 
palsied, despairing fashion. 


Bad as is this distemper in itself.it is 


by no means altogether unfortunate in 
its relations to Bryan. By means of 
this deep, unbetrayed sympathy, he 
draws the west after him; and many an 
eastern man, if only half-eonvineetl of 
the truth of the theory, feels profound- 
ly the loyalty to the people involved in 
it. Indeed, here is the gist of Bryan's 
influence. He is playing at "blind 
man's bluff,'' and he makes sturdy 
strikes, if not always at the right man, 
at the man nearest him. Many of the 
people feel sure, and justly so, that the 
money power has done them a mischief. 
They err in fastening this mischief on 
those comparatively guiltless, and in 
missing the true offenders. But they 
have raised the hue and cry, and they 
may yet run down the right men. In 
this race Bryan is in the forefront. 


This error brings with it another 


piece of good fortune. 
He has by 


means of it unhorsed old leaders of the 
party, who, after all, were not leaders, 
and rarely knew what to do with any 
power they might gain. The people 
feel that if Bryan is once seated in au- 
thority, his success will be the begin- 
ning, not the end of labor. Dangerous 
as is the weapon of 16 to 1, Bryan is 
using it to good purpose. If it is a 
firebrand, the people believe that he is 
about to smoke out with it a wood- 
chuck that has never before been un- 
earthed. 


Many people are entertaining a pro- 


found distrust of the money power 
which has so long dominated the Re- 
publican party, and are ready to take 
risks rather than suffer the greatest 
risk, the all-absorbing risk, of longer 
yielding to it. 


Having finished the money ques- 


tion, he opened for a half-hour on that 
of trusts. Ilere, again, the soundness 
of the man's heart was apparent, and 
his judgment did not lag so much 
behind as in the former ease. One 
was made to feel what a mere trick 
and illusion all laws were likely to be 
in their inception and enforcement 
which would be passed by the party 
in power, and how certain Bryan and 
his followers would be to open fire the 
moment their guns were in position 
Indeed, in our present state of knowl- 
edge, about all that any political par- 
ty can do is to confront the trusts 
with a determination to find out and 
enforce the right method of handling 
them. 


Bryan is the first man of political 


power who has made the impression 
on the people that he knows their 
enemies and will fight them to the 
best of his ability to the end. Indeed, 
if he were more intellectually sound, 
he would quickly sink into the rank 
of the theorists. 


The last half-hour was occupied yrith, 


imperialism. Here he got back, to the 
minds of those who heard him, on to 
the broad platform of the Declaration 
of Independence, and walked up and 
down on it as the secure footing, auc 
the only footing, of liberty and right 
He divided the adherents of imperial- 
ism into three classes; those who say 
"There is money in it," those who say 


"God 
is in it," and those who say "We 


are in it and cannot get out." The 
first two gave fine sweep for scornfu 
and reproachful rejection, and the 
third was slurred over. The appeal 
on the whole, was to that which is 
noblest in our record, and soundest in 
the American mind. 
Moderate men 


cannot hut realize, in view of the 
Puerto Rieo proposal, that those who 
hold to justice must all combine as 
against the growing tyranny of the 
administration. 


If the people are to be put to a 


choice between Bryan, in his large 
heartedness, his impassioned defense 
of the many, and McKinley, who ha 
so long been the conduit of class legis 
lation, the mouthpiece of the money 
power, and whispering in whose ea' 
even now is Mark Hanna—the person! 
fication of class interest, the leering 
Mephistopheles of wealth gotten by 
legislation—it will certainly not be 
strange if they take to their hear 
their own champion, and, for 
thf 


nonce, sweep into oblivion the eounseli 
and schemes of the self-seekers, a' 
home and abroad, in commerce and in 
the state.

We are now on the eve of a great 


national and municipal reform. Chief. 
Devery last year was in danger of a 
long sojourn in state's prison and was 
indicted, with a number of others, for 
various crimes, but escaped all punish- 
ment, getting out of the committee's 
jurisdiction as soon as he possibly 
could. At that time the 
so-called 


Tenderloin district was a mine of 
wealth to the officer who had charge 
of this devil's paradise. 
It was there

the location of these hells should be 
banished from the memory of man. 
This lewd class soon found new homes 
exceedingly convenient, among the 
most virtuous and honorable portion 
of our population.

came here from Amsterdam, sixty in 
number. They were diamond cutters 
and it was proposed to erect a factory 
here connected with tbe diamond fields 
of Africa, that we should no longer be 
dependent on a foreign nation for that 
class of work. No more splendid em- 
igrants ever touched our shores They 
were thrifty, industrious and honest. 
They were well provided with money 
and it was not possible that any of 
them would ever become a burden on 
the taxpayers of our country.

things were prepared for them to gr 
to work immediately. There was not 
another diamond cutting establishment 
in the United States, and never bad 
been. 
That 
industry 
would have 


brought millions and millions of capi- 
tal to our country, and yet under the 
pretence that they were competing 
with American labor the labor com- 
mission turned them back. 


On another occasion Vice President 


Morton brought over from Europe an 
eminent horticulturist to superintend 
his large greenhouses, which contain 
some of the most valuable plants gath- 
ered from every portion of the world. 
Previous to leaving our country he had 
advertised for a person to take charge 
of his valuable collection and could find 
no man skilful and learned enough to 
fill the position. In Europe the man was 
found, one of a large family that had 
pursued that calling for generations. 
Again the commission exercised its 
power and sent him back to Europe a* 
a competitor to American labor. The 
man who gave that judgment had land- 
ed upon our shores a few years before, 
almost penniless. But getting on the 
inside himself he allied himself with 
a few foreign politicians and as a re- 
ward for their votes he secured one of 
the best offices in the gift of the gov- 
ernment.

to be held at Buffalo, N. Y., May I'to'Oe'toberTii; 1901.' Displays of all kinds in the practical and artistic uses of 
electricity, together with complete exhibits of electrical machinery and appliances, are to be conspicuous features 
of the great exposition.

The designs contemplate a very handsome and commodious building. The structure is to be 500 feet from east 


to west and 150 feet wideT giving in ejchibitton'space ol 75,000 square feet. 


The south facade'fronts the Mall'and-thii'nmthf fronts the Midway. The east end is toward the massive elec- 


tric tower, while the west end face« the Grand canal. The building is long, low and inviting. The design of the 
facades shows arti.tic'gronpmg. The openings ol th'e pergola-like loggias, placed at frequent intervals, present a 
delightful effect, showing more and moreol the reveals of the pilaster and openings as the eye travels to the end of 
the building farthest'away'frb'iir. the observer." " 


There is a pleasing ending at each corner ol the building, with a low-domed pavilion tower, and the building 


is interrupted at the center by a'double-towered entrance. Thia entrance, wide and high, is spanned by an orna- 
mental areh and supported tach tide by columns. The towers also have minor entrances through them. 


The connecting work between the towers, the towers themselves, the pavilions at the corners of the buildings 


and similar places, are to be brilliantly illuminated and made gay with banners and flags. The modeled relief

The function of tbe taste doubtleaa 


sustains a much more Important rela- 
tion to digestion than has been gen- 
erally accorded to it. says Dr. Kellogg. 
Food to be digested inusfbe appetiz- 
ing. 
Food which nauseates does not 


stimulate the secretion of the fluid nec- 
essary to dijest it either in the mouth 
or the stomach. The sense of ta'ste 
may be regarded as a sort of regula- 
tion. Hence it is an important proper- 
ty of food that the sense of taste may 
be stimulated and that it may have 
au opportunity to exercise Its selective 
and controlling functions. 


When oue has eaten a sufficient 


amount of simple, wholesome food, the 
sense of taste informs bim'of the fact 
by declining to receive more. 'A per- 
fect rule for mastication would'be-to 
chew each morsel of food until there 
is left only a tasteless remnant "It 1s 
useless to swallow such a residue, as It 
can have no nutritive value: •• When 
food is taken In this way.'the sense of 
taste 
has an opportunity to say 


"enough" before too much has been 
swallowed aud thus affords a perfect 
means of adapting the amount of .food 
taken to the needs of tbe 'body. , *•". • 


A careful study of this suggestion 


will also show that the sense of taste, 
If allowed to act in a normal way. will' 
select those substances of which "the 
body is in great need. For example, if 
the blood is impoverished and needs 
an extra supply of nitrogenous food 
there will be a craving for such foods 
as nuts, legumes and possibly eggs 
nnd milk or some other substance con- 
taining nitrogen. 


A curious analogy to this function Is 


found In some insectivorous plants, 
which, as has been shown by recent 
experiments, refuse to capture Insects 
or pay attention to fragments of meat 
placed within their grasp except when, 
the soil upon which they grow ,ls lack- 
Ing in nitrogenous elements. 
By sup- 


plying a 
fertilizer rich In nitrogen 


these 
so 
caller! carnivorous plants- 


cease to be carnivorous and behave 
wholly like other plants. 
The same 


principle applies to the use of fat 
making substances, such as starchy 
and oleaginous foods, such as nuts and 
cereals. The writer has frequently ob- 
served in thin patients a craving for 
fats, which disappeared entirely after 
the patient bad made a gain of 20 or 
30 pounds.

the Creator to be a perfect guide to 
tbe quantity and quality of fo'pd to be 
taken and not simply a means of gus- 
tatory pleasure. 
Unfortunately in has 


been terribly debauched nnd pervert- 
ed from Its normal function. Men nnd 
women treat the palate as the pianist 
treats his Instrument, touching 'It In 
various ways simply for the purpose of 
provoking pleasurable sensatlons.'wlth 
no regard whatever for the possible 
needs of tbe body or the possible dam- 
age which may be caused. The ^ense 
of taste, thus wrongly educated, be- 
comes perverted, and Its Indications 
become confused. 
Abnormal cravings 


are developed, which demand satisfac- 
tion in the use of tea, coffee, wine1 and 
other intoxicants, mustard, pepper and 
other condiments, large quantities of 
salt, pickles and rich'and savory dish- 
es 
of 
various sorts, together • with 


sweets. Ices and tidbits of all kinds. 
The sense of taste has been dethroned 
from its high position as governor of 
nutrition and has come to> lie merely 
the servant of a capricious and Insatia- 
ble desire for an illegitimate .sensa- 
tion, a purely selfish animal'pleasure. 
This is gluttony, pure and simple." and 
is the apt tutor nnd'liail companion of 
alcoholic intemperance.
